Prees items accrediting the Hon. 
J. Q, Taggart with the statement 
that storage space was being pro- 
vided at some stations in excess of 
the amount needed to handle the 
first five-bushel quota are astound- 
ing in view of the general lack of 
storage space throughout the Wesi- 

The managements of the various 
companies have naturally given the 
fullest consideration to the whole 
situation with the desire to put 
such temporary storage at those 
points where there is the greatest 
need, —all factors being taken into 
consideration; i.e., the acreage bye 
tary to the point, the estiffated 
yield, the preseut elevator storage 
capacity and (as far as it is known) 
the farm-storage available. 

There is no question that all stor- 
age space will eventually be entire- 
ly filled, as if additional delivery 
quotas are not set in the immediate 
future then any available space can 
be readily filled with shipments 
from adjoining points with conse- 
quent relief to the general situation 
In fact, temporary storage has been 
built at certain \stations witb the 
expresa purpose of providing for 
shipments from other stations on 
direct line of haul. 

The distribution of railway cars 
is completely tied-in with the stor- 
age situation and an endeavor is 
made to give preference in loading 
to those stations which have the 
most acute storage problem, 

All storage space that the «levat 
or companies are able to build for 
the. use of their customers cannot 
solye the problem; there will still 
be a Jarge part of the crop left in 
the farmers’ hands. The most press 
ing need at the present time is the 
creation of a method of financing 
the farmer on the grain that he 
must of necessity hold on the farm 
on account of no storage space being 
available in the immediate future. 


The World 
of Wheat 


By H.G. L. Strange 


Analyses of the thousands of 
farmers fields of wheat, just com- 
pleted by the Crop Testing Plan, 
reveal that many farmers are los- 
ing grades and vield and so losing 
money, because their grain has 
become mixed. 

In northern areas some farmers 
are still growing mixtures of low- 
yielding and jow-quality varieties

such as Preston, Stanley and Hur- 
on, which cannot grade higher 
than No, 3 Northern. 

Then in parts of northern and 
western Alberta some farmers who 
changed from Garnet mixed in 
their crops, and sothe grade 1s 
lowered. 

In central Alberta Golden Ball 
Durum unfortunately still persists 
and is seen in some areas mixed 
with hard Red Spring wheat, 
causing a serious lowering in grade, 

In southern Alberta mixtures of 
Marquis and of the earlier var- 
iety Red Bobs have been noted. 
Such mixtures, of course, cannot 
be harvested to the best advantage 
and so the grain usually contains 
unripe green Marquis kernels. 

Thousands of farmers are losing 
money hy growing these mixtures, 
All farmers should guard against 
such losses. This can easily be done 
by having a sample of the grain 
they intend to sow tested free by 
the Crop Testing Pian. 

Following factors have. tended 
to raise price: Yugo-Slavia will 
prohibit exports of wheat and 
corn and will need to import some 
4 million bushels of wheat — Por-

This expansion iu Canada’s 
fighting forces and in her indust- 
rial life was strikingly brought out 
by Colonel the Hon. J. L. Ralston 
Minister. of National Defence, 
speaking recently at a luncheon 
meeting of the Canadian Club in

Adopting a THEN and NOW 
tbeme, Col, Ralston described in 
detail the great strides made by 
Canadain the Army, the Air Force 
the Navy and Industry during the 
first year of war, Salient points 
of tbe year’s review are summar- 
ized as follows: 


_ THE ARMY 


Then Canada had 4,500 troops 
available for service in Canada 
and overseas. Now the Canadian 
Active Service Force numbers 
over 155,000. 

Then there were no troops out” 
side Canada. Now theC.A.S.F. 
isin England, in ‘numbers equal 
to nearly three divisions, or about 
40,000, in Iceland, Newfoundland 
andinthe Caribbean Over 100,- 
000 are available in Canada for 
service anywhere. In addition 
60,000 will train with the Non 
Permanent Active Militia, About 
800,000 men will receive 30 days 
of training each year in 13 militia 
training centres, 

Then no provisions had been 
made for home guard. Now the 
Veterans Guard of Canada counts 
29 companies. 


THE NAVY 


Last September the Navy had 
1,740 officers and men, Now it has 
about 10,000. 

Tnen the Navy had 15 ships, 
Now it has 118, with 100 more be- 
ing built. Four destroyers are in 
service with the British Navy. 

The Canadian Navy is doing 
most useful and effective service 
in connection with convoys.
